SAIGON, Oct. 27 CWP).— Pres- 
ident Nguyen Van Thieu Insist- 
ed today that South Vietnam 
would not be bound by any peace 
agreement that he did not sign 
and said that proposals of his 
own that were rejected by the 
Communists still farmed the 
basis for a “fair and Just solu- 
tion" to Vietnam war.

Mr. Thieu did not say whether 
he still hoped to obtain changes 
in the agreement that the 
United States and North Viet- 
nam have publicly accepted in 
principle. But lie said he had 
gone as far as he was going on 
“the road of conciliation.” 

Mr. Thieu did not say speci- 
fically what be would do if the 
United States .and Hanoi went 
frheari and si gne d their joint 
agreement without him, as White 
House adviser Henry A. Kissin- 
ger inchoated they might. But 
he warned that “a cease-fire can 
come only when I myself take 
a pen and sign the agreement." 

Another Thieu proposal was a 
plebiscite supervised by the United 
Nations. . In which Vietnam's 
people would be asked whether 
they support the Communists or 
the Saigon government. 

The membership of any post- 
war commission set up to organize 
elections or rewrite the constitu- 
tion, he said, would be propor- 
tional to the results of the plebi- 
scite. 

As translated by The Washing- 
ton Post and corroborated by 
other sources, Mr. Thieu spoke of 
bis peace plans in the past tense, 
indicating that they were no 
longer under active consideration. 
Sources in the presidential palace 
confirmed that this was the case. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Thieu said he 
was not prepared to make any 
further concessions. “I agr eed to 
make a sacrifice and hold presi- 
dential elections in which they 
£tbe National Liberation Front] 
could participate," he said. “But 
the government itself doe6 not 
belong to me and I do not agree 
to sacrifice it" 

His remarks were contained in 
an address to about 500 na tional 
assemblymen, senators and pro- 
vinefe! and municipal counsellors 
who marched through downtown 
gaigrun to his palace in a show of 
opposition to the U-S- -North Viet- 
namese agreement.

Pentagon Is Speeding Arms 
To Saigon Before Cease-Fire

WASHINGTON, Oct 2T(NYT>. 
— Pentagon sources said yesterday 
that the Defense Department is 
considering a sig n i fi cant accelera- 
tion of arms shipments to South 
Vietnam to ensure that most of 
the jets, tanks and artillery pieces 
programmed far Saigon’s forces 
arrive before any cease-fire closes 
off further reinforcement 

Already, the sources disclosed, 
there lias been some step-up in 
the movement of war materiel 
over the last few weeks as the 
prospects of a cease-fire bright- 
ened. 

«We had carefully worked out 
a list of equipment necessary to 
enable South Vietnam to defend 
itself." one defense official said- 
“Nothing has happened to sug- 
gest it can get by with less.” 

At the same time, the Pentagon 
is readying plans to neutralize the 
mines still blocking North Viet-

PARIS, Oct. 27 (HOT.— A jet- 
liner of the French airline Air 
Inter, with 66 passengers and 
seven crew aboard, was reported 
more than four hours overdue at 
Clermont-Ferrand tonight on a 
flight from Lyons. 

The plane, a Vickers Viscount, 
was due at about 8 p-m_, less 
than an hour after leaving Lyons.

Specifically, this includes a 
squadron of 24 Cessna T-37 close 
support fighters and three squad- 
rons of 72 Northrop F-5E advanc- 
ed air defense fighters. 

Military sources said that 24 A- 
37s are bring rounded up from. 
Air Force reserve units for dis- 
patch to Vietnam, possibly within 
the next few days. The reserve 
units have been promised replace- 
ments from future production.

Mr. Kissinger said yesterday 
that "w® have given a commit- 
ment that a text that will be 
agreed to at the next session 
will be the final text and that no 
new changes will be proposed." 
He said it was a matter of re- 
drafting, "certain sections of the 
document." 

Mr. Le called this today “an 
unjustified pretext to prolong the 
war." 

“If we do not sign on Tuesday.” 
he said, “the United States must 
accept the entire responsibility. 
It will show what we hare learn- 
ed only too well: that the United 
States speaks of peace, yet makes 
war.” 

If there was some ambiguity 
in the North Vietnamese position 
it was certainly intended. While 
Mr. Le made it clear throughout 
bis press conference that for 
Hanoi the negotiations had end- 
ed, he still left open the pos- 
sibility that Hanoi's negotiators 
might meet with Mr. Kissinger 
before next Tuesday "to open 
champagne.” 

HO stressed that it was the 
United States that had proposed 
the Oct. 31 date. “Mr. Kissinger 
said that North Vietnam had 
proposed Oct 3L” he said. "I 
want to make clear that it was 
none other than the President 
of the United States who propos- 
ed the date... in black and 
white... in a message to the

If Mr. Le appeared to be ruling 
out the “three or four 1 ' day ses-

Nixon to Veto 9 Bills as Too Costly for Budget

WASHINGTON, Oct 27 (THT). 
— President Nixon announced to- 
day that he win veto nine bills, 
despite possible adverse political 
consequences, because the meas- 
ures would exceed the budget by 
about $2.75 billion during the next 
two years. 

In a statement, the president 
said, “If I were to sign these 
measures I would... be making 
promises that could not be kept,” 
since the money for the new pro- 
grams would not be available 
without higher taxes, “which I 
have promised to resist." 

Mr. Nison has pledged to hold 
federal spending to $250 billion, 
and he asserted that the measures 
would “break the budget" by $7S0 
milli on in fiscal 1973 and $2 bil- 
lion In 1974. 

Measures to Be Vetoed. 

The measures he said he will 
veto are: 

+ The appropriation far the 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, which Includes $535 
million more funds than Mr. 
Nixon said the budget would 
stand. 

• The Public Works and Eco- 
nomic Development Act, which 
would, add new federal programs 


Included Are HEW, Public Works, 
Flood Control and Veterans’ Funds 


which Mr. Nixon said would be 
ineffective in creating more Jobs. 

% A measure to set up mineral 
research and training institutes 
in each of the 50 states, which 
the President said duplicates ex- 
isting programs. 

• A bill to increase federal 
spending for airport development. 

• A Flood Control Act which 
Mr. Nixon, said is too costly and 
ill-defined. 

• A measure increasing the 
pay of federal marshals. 

• The National Cemeteries Act 
of 1972, which requires congres- 
sional approval of any disposal 
of i«nii by the Veterans' Admin- 
istration. larger than 100 acres. 

• The Veterans Health Care 
Expansion Act, which the Presi- 
dent said would be too costly. 

• The Rehabilitation Act of 
1972, which would, Mr. Nixon 
said, change the vocational re- 
habilitation program to activities 
essentially medical in character. 

The President commented that 
“each of the measures, by itself, 
might seem justifiable or even 
highly dprirahle" but that taken 


together they put too much strain 
on the budget. 

Also today, Mr. Nixon signed 
18 bins, including three major 
measures covering defense appro- 
priations ana military authorisa- 
tion. He also signed the ap- 
propriation bills for the State 
Department, Commerce Depart- 
ment and judiciary. 

He signed the American Bi- 
centennial Commission appro- 
priation bEQ, and a measure to 
provide expanded protection for 
foreign officials. Still other bills 
signed dealt with historic land- 
marks and conservation projects. 

The President's chief domestic 
adviser, John D. Khrlichman, said 
the President was working on a 
backlog of 132 bills Congress sent 
to the White House during the 
last days before it adjourned. He 
said that actions on more bids 
will be announced, tomorrow, and 
Mr. Nixon will have disposed of 
all of the measures on his desk 
br early next week. 

Mr. Rhr ii chman dec lined to in- 
dicate whether Mr. Nixon would 
sign or veto the $5.4 billion Social 
Security and. welfare hill— one of 


the most important decisions 
faring the President. Nor would 
he say whether product safety 
legislation or the $305 billion ap- 
propriation for labor, health, 
education and. welfare would be 
signed. 

Meanwhile President Nixon 
scheduled for tomorrow a paid 
political broadcast an his defense 
policies and the White House 
disclosed he will carry hi« re- 
election campaign to Chicago on 
. Tuesday. 

The President had announced 
earlier that he will ride in i 
motorcade through a dozen Ohio 
communities between Cleveland 
and Warren tomo r ro w . 

Before leaving for Cleveland, 
he was to tape the address on 
what Press Secretary Ron Zie- 
gler said would be “his defense 
policy and the need to maintain 
a strong national defense.” 

The broadcast, to be paid for 
by his re-election finance com- 
mittee, will be aired at different 
morning hours on the CBS, 
NBC and Mutual Radio net- 
works.

SAIGON, Oct. 27 YUPD.-Com-

Two hamlets on French-built 
Highway 1 northwest of the capi- 
tal were captured by Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese soldiers 
early today, the sources said. 
Government reinforcements coun- 
terattacked but were unable to 
■wrest the villages back by night- 
fall. 

Southeast of Saigon, other 
Communist troops surrounded 
Do and Xuyen Doc district capi- 
tals and fought their way 
through the lines of militia de- 
fenders to within 1,000 yards of 
the centers of both towns. 

The Saigon high command said 
that during the 24-liour period 
that ended at 6 am. today there 
were 124 Communist attacks 
countrywide, the greatest num- 
ber since the Tet offensive of 
1968. 

Air 'War Goes On 

UJ3. fighter- bombers attacked 
North Vietnam “more than" 90 
times yesterday. High-flying B- 
52 bombers joined the air strikes 
with nine waves, all of them over 
the lower panhandle, the U. S. 
command said. 

[In London, U. S. Defense Sec- 
retary Melvin R. Laird announc- 
ed today that American war- 
planes have halted all bombing 
operations on North Vietnam 
above the 20th parallel, the As- 
sociated Press reported. 

[Mr. Laird spoke with news- 
men after a meeting of the North 
Atlantic Alliance's nuclear plan- 
ning group.

Fighting Near Saigon 
The villages are 20 miles and 
SO miles northwest of Saigon and 
sit at the edge of the traditional 
Communist infiltration route 
from Cambodian border sanctu- 
aries to Saigon. 

Other fighting continued in 
an area centered 15 miles north 
of Saigon, where the Communists 
have been leapfrogging from 
hamlet to hamlet since Oct. 9, 
government sources said. 

The high command also re- 
ported battling only 12 miles 
southwest of the capital near 
Ben Luc district capital on key 
Highway 4 to the Mekong delta. 

The Communists ran govern- 
ment troops off the Ngo Trang 
artillery base 12 miles north of 
Kontum. In the central high- 
lands, after a 100-round mortar 
and artillery barrage, according 
to front-line dispatches. 

The Communists then re- 
portedly pushed southward and 
attacked November base camp, 
only six miles north of Kontum, 
today.

to arrive at a final accord. 

Not Committed 

Henry A Kissinger, President 
Nixon's Adviser on National 
Security Affairs, said yesterday 
at a news conference in Wash- 
ington that the United States had 
not committed Itself to a firm 
signing date and that a final 
round of talks would be neces- 
sary to clear up some outstand- 
ing issues- 

The meeting between Mr. Ko- 
sygin and the two Vietnamese 
charges d'affaires, Vu Toan. of 
North Vietnam, :nd Cao Van 
Hung, of the Viet Cong's Provi- 
sional Revolutionary Government 
of South Vietnam, was reported 
by Tass, the Soviet press agency. 

According to Tass, the premier 
njtqirf fi Vie tnamese diplomats 
that “the courageous struggle of 
the Vietnamese people win con- 
tinue to have the support of the 
Soviet Union and the entire 
Soviet people."

Edward Ml Kennedy, D., 
Mass, scheduled to join him for 
a midday rally and a luncheon 
for black leaders. 

In a speech at a labor brunch, 
Ben. McGovern charged that a 
four-year plan prepared by the 
Labor Department’s 'Employment 
Standards Administration “calls 
for a second Nixon administra- 
tion, if they are elected, to slow 
expansion of workmen’s compen-

The five named by Mr. Mac- 
Gregor are: John N. Mitchell, the 
former attorney general who was 
the Nixon campaign manager un- 
til July l: Manrleff XL Stans, the 
former secretary of commerce who 
is the chief Nixon fuud-raiser; 
Jcb Stuart Ma snider, one of two 
deputy Nixon campaign manag- 
ers; Herbert L. Porter, the Nixon 
committee scheduling director, 
and G. Gordon Liddy. the former 
Nixon committee finance counsel 
who has been indicted to the 
Watergate bugging case. 

Previously, the Nixon commit- 
tee and the White House have 
either issued partial denials or 
refused to talk on the subject of 
the fund. 

For example, Air. MacGregor 
said on Wednesday that “not 
Stans, not Mitchell, not Ma- 
gruder” had any knowledge of 
any disbursements of campaign 
funds Tor. any illegal activities 
or improper activities.” 

Also on Wednesday, White 
House Press Secretary Ron Zieg- 
ler said there has not been and 
Is not now a “secret fund.” He 
also refused when questioned to 
discuss an Aug. 26 General Ac- 
counting Office report In which 
the existence of the fund was 
cited as a possible violation of a 
new campaign finance disclosure 
law. 

Referred for Investigation 

The GAO, the Investigative arm 
of Congress, said the fund con- 
tained $350,000 and was not prop- 
erly reported hut kept in Mr. 
Stans’s office safe. It referred the 
matter to the department for 
criminal investigation. 

According to the GAO. Mr. 
Stans said the records of trans- 
actions involving the fund were 
destroyed.

GOP Chief Assails McGovern 
Oil ‘Dirty Politics / Morality 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 27 iWpt. 
—Sen. Robert J. Dole, the Repub- 
lican national chairman, has ac- 
cused Sen. George McGovern of 
dirty politics and dubious moral- 
ity. and charged that Sen. Mc- 
Govern's finance chairman had 
engaged m a “massive conflict of 
interest" in the Virgin Islands. 

Sen. Dole’s nine-page statement, 
much of it composed of repeti- 
tions of GOP criticisms of the 
Democratic presidential nominee, 
was intended by the Republican 
National Committee as an ad- 
vance rebuttal to Sen. McGovern's 
attack Wednesday night on the 
morality of the Nixon adminis- 
tration. 

“Sen. McGovern has pulled one 
of the great whitewashing acts In 
political history with his postur- 
ing on the subject of morality in 
government." Sen. Dole said. "We 
are laying out that record today 
—with the bark off— so the Amer- 
ican public can see George Mc- 
Govern for what really is, an 
opportunistic politician who has 
engaged to one of the dirtiest 
political campaigns ever to cover 
up a record full of questionable 
conduct. " 

Sen. Dole's statement, distrib- 
uted at a press conference, focus- 
ed particularly on the activities 
of Henry Klmelman, the Mc- 
Govern finance chairman, who 
once served as personal assistant 
to fanner secretary of the Inte- 
rior Stewart UdalL 

Sen. Dole said that Mr. Klmel- 
man had made his fortune in real 
estate transactions to the Virgin 
Islands while Mr. Udall was secre- 
tory of the interior, and with the 
aid of departmental decisions. 

He also charged that Sen. Mc- 
Govern is sheltering his income 
by taking accelerated depreciation 
on foreign-produced films — he 
bused his accusation cm “extreme- 
ly reliable sources” whom he did 
not Identify; that Sen.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 27 (NTT». 
—Despite large gains during the 
Nixon administration, half the 
nation's poor arc stni going hun- 
gry. according to the findings 
of a leading citizens’ organization 
on malnutrition. 

The answer to this "hunger 
gap, 1 * according to the Citizens’ 
Board of Inquiry 1 Into Hunger 
and Malnutrition, to to jive cash 
to the poor and to abandon what 
the board calls callous and costly 
bureaucratic alternatives. 

The board gives credit to the 
Nixon administration, which it 
says, "far more than was true 
of its predecessor, has had a wil- 
lingness to move forward.” 

Since 1967. the report said, 
federal anti-hunger spending has 
risen from 6887 million to 14.3 
billion, and the number of people 
served by the food stamp program 
has risen from 1.8 million to 11.8 
minion. 

No Help for 43% 

Despite these gains, a study 
by the board found that 43 per- 
cent of the nation’s 36 million 
poor people still receive no fed- 
eral help. In addition, 13 per- 
cent, the study found, receive 
substantially less than recom- 
mended dietary allowances. 

Achieving even these levels has 
required “the most bitter and 
exhausting kind of bureaucratic 
in-fighting" against the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the board 
said. 

The department is so cost- 
conscious, the board's study 
found, that last June It return- 
ed *418 million in unspent lood 
assistance funds to the Treasury 
—more than 10 percent of the 
total budgeted for all food pro- 
grams. 

Even without such obstacles, 
the poor are left with & system 
that Is so studded with regula- 
tion and Indignity that the poor 
can use food stamps to buy ice 
cream at a carry-out stand but 
are forbidden to use them to 
buy fried chicken. 

The system, moreover, is a 
Jigsaw puzzle” of food programs 
—32 in the area of child nutrition 
alone. 

The board concludes that the 
country Is not indifferent to its 
poor, but has so far asked the 
wrong question, “How can we 
feed the poor?”

Rabies Vaccine 
Is Improved by 
Soviet Science 

MOSCOW. Oct. 27 tUPP.— 
Soviet scientists have developed 
a new rabies vaccine which can 
be used on humans and animals 
without causing complications, 
Tass said today. 

“The vaccine Is prepared from 
a virus grown on the culture of 
kidney cells of Syrian hamsters." 
Tass said. “A new strain version 
of the virus wh. h does mt cause 
diseases when introduced into the 
organism is used." 

The vaccine was developed at 
the Moscow Institute of Polio- 
myelitis and Encephalitis headed 
by Prof. Mldat Selim ov. 

Tass called the vaccine a “new. 
effective preparation which de- 
velops stable immunity without 
causing complications." Until 
now rabies. vaccine was obtained 
from the brain of contaminated 
animals. Tass said. “The brain 
tissue contained in the vaccina 
at times caused heavy neurologi- 
cal complications. Our new 
method makes it possible to ob- 
tain a preparation free of ad- 
mixtures.”

100 Seized as Violence Continues in Santiago 


SANTIAGO. Chile. Oct. 27 
(AP).— The leftist government of 
President Salvador Allende and 
striking unions went Into their 
fourth day of negotiations today 
after another night of disorders. 

Small but noisy groups lit bon- 
fires in Santiago's streets In an 
attempt to disrupt traffic, but 
police and troops dispersed them 
.after & series of scuffles. 

About 100 persons were arrest- 
ed in street riots, which began 
in the morning and ended shortly 
before the niidntght-to-6 a m. cur- 
few. 

.Police questioned a number ot 
foreigners taking photographs ot 
the clashes, and unofficial re- 
ports said two German newsmen 
were among those arrested. 


A Venezuelan and a Cuban 
were arrested Wednesday lor 
carrying weapons. The military 
commander of Santiago revoked 
all civilian gun licenses three 
days ago. 

The issuance of special passes 
to move about during the cur- 
few has been reduced to a mini- 
mum, an army officer said. So 
far. three persons have been 
killed by military patrols during 
curfew hours. • 

Return to Normal Seen 
While continuing strict secu- 
rity measures, the government as- 
serted the country Is slowly re- 
turning to normal. It said many 
groups are continuing on the job, 
and public services are continu- 
ing with the help of student 
volunteers.

SEOUL. Oct. 27 (NYT).— Presi- 
dent Chung Hee Park said today 
that his proposed constitutional 
amendments, were designed to 
develop South Korea's own style 
of democracy to suit the nation’s 
“realities and ideals.” • . 

"We can no longer sit idle while 
wasting our precious national 
power in. imitating the systems 
of others,” the 55-year-old leader 
said in a statement. The sweep- 
ing constitutional changes would 
allow him to stay in office for 
life through indirect elections and 
increase his already strong pow- 
ers. 

“Just as we make our clothes to 
fit our own measurements,” Mr. 
Park said, *T believe that we will 
have to develop a democratic 
political system of our own, com- 
mensurate with our historic and 
cultural tradition and present 
reality."

Stock Market Falls 

Urgency surrounding the talks 
was heightened by falling share 
values on the London Stock Ex- 
change and continued weakness of 
the pound in currency markets. 

The pound touched a postwar 
low before rallying. There was 
speculation In financial circles 
that sterling’s jitters might touch 
off a reaction in other countries, 
leading, if' prolonged, to a world 
money crisis. 

In the background was the 
menace of possible power cuts. 
This came from 100.000 electricity 
workers whose unions are com- 
plaining that the tripartite talks 
are holding up claims for a £550 
pay increase. 

The threat temporarily receded 
today when tbe unions agreed to 
defer a decision on the form and 
timing of industrial action fol- 
lowing a promise by employers ‘of 
resumed negotiations. 
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President Allende has been ne- 
gotiating since Tuesday with the 
strikers,, who include truckers, 
shopkeepers, small businessmen 
and professional people. 

The strike wave began Oct. 10 
when negotiations broke down 
between the government and the 
truckers over higher cargo rates 
and the reported formation or a 
government trucking line. Since 
then the strikes have become a 
more general protest against Mr.

French Police Raid 
Basques in Church 

BAYONNE. France, Oct. 27 
(Reuters).— French police broke 
into the cathedral here today and 
expelled 46 Basque nationalists on 
a hunger strike to protest a 
crackdown on the political ac- 
tivities of Spanish Basque ref- 
ugees in southwest France. 

Police lobbed tear-gas grenades 
through a cathedral window when 
the hunger strikers refused to 
unlock the doors. Julian Ma- 
dariaga, a 39-year-old engineer, 
was arrested. He had recently 
returned from Chile after being 
expelled from France, police said. 
Tbe other strikers wer? allowed 
to go free. 


LONDON. Oct. 27 (AP'.-U-S. 
Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
laird told allied defense chiefs 
here today that a buildup of their 
conventional forces in 'Western 
Europe could help pending U-S.- 
Soviet talks on limiting nuclear 
arms. 

Mr. Laird briefed defense min- 
isters from the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization on plans lor 
the second round of strategic 
arms limitation talks i SALT i 
with the Russians, to start Nov. 
21. He also discussed plans for 
wider talks with the Warsaw 
Pact on mutual balanced force 
reductions. 

Chances of success in both nego- 
tiations would be minimized un- 
less there is an adequate buildup 
of conventional forces by Euro- 
pean members of NATO, Mr. 
Laird said. 

The secretary spoke at closed 
sessions yesterday and today of 
NATO's seven-member Nuclear 
Planning Group INPG'. His re- 
marks were quoted by high UJS. 
officials, who said Mr. Laird told 
tlie allied chiefs NATO wa& en- 
tering a third key era. 

Strategic History 

The first era, immediately after 
World Wax n, was based on the 
threat of massive retaliation be- 
cause the United States had a 
nuclear monopoly. During the 
second era. including tbe Cuba 
missile crisis of 1962, NATO 
policy .. was based on flexible 
response. The United Slates still 
had a four-to-one nuclear superi- 
ority over the Russians in 1962 
and President John F. Kennedy 
was able to force Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev to back down. 

With the successful conclusion 
of the SALT talks. Mr. Laird said. 
NATO would enter a third era — 
one of nuclear parity between the 
United States and the Russians. 
In this situation, he stressed, lt 
was increasingly important to 
safeguard conventional strength. 
Mr. Laird was said to have told 
the allies that the SALT talks 
could only be conducted from a 
position of strength. 

European members of NATO 
have been reluctant to spend more 
on conventional forces and there 
was no indication that Mr. Laird 
got any firm promises here of a 
larger contribution. 

Officials, said Mr. Laird's brief- 
ing covered the UJ5.-8oviet 
balance of strategic forces, new 
tests of the Soviet anti-ballistic 
missile system, recent tests of 
Soviet offensive missile systems 
in the Pacific and tests of Rus- 
sia's new variable-wing super- 
sonic bomber. He also briefed the 
allies on the latest developments 
in American nuclear weapons 
systems, including the conversion 
of Polaris missile submarines to 
the Poseidon system, and progress 


on the new Trident submarine 
system. 

A communique issued after the 
NPG meeting said the ministers 
also discussed “a hypothetical 
situation dealing with the initial 
defensive tactical use of nuclear 
weapons at sea in the Atlantic.” 

In addition to Mr. Laird, those 
representing the permanent 
members of the NPG here were 
Lord Carrington, the British 
defense minister, and his counter- 
parts from West Germany and 
Italy. Georg Leber and Mario 
Tanassi. 

The three rotating members of 
the NPG here were Defense Min- 
isters Kjeld Olosen of Denmark. 
Paul Van Den Boeynants of 
Belgium and Mehmet Izmcn of 
Turkey.

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Peace Is 

The word from Dr. Kissinger that he 
believes ‘"peace is at hand” in Vietnam raises 
as many questions as it answers, beginning 
with the question: Can It really be? After 
the killing of hundreds of thousands of 
people and the maiming and the uprooting 
of milli ons more; after the savaging of an 
awesome part of the resources of the whole 
of Indochina; after the spending of more 
than 100 billion dollars by the United States 
alone; after the undermining of the Amer- 
ican International position and the rending 
of the American social fabric — after all this. 
Is It possible that the killing and wasting 
Is finally going to come to an end? 

After so long a wait, and so many false 
flashes of light at the end of so many tun- 
nels. there is a temptation to doubt every- 
thing, until an agreement is signed. We 
would prefer to proceed today, however, on 
the assumption that Dr. Kissinger knows 
confidently what he Is talking about; for 
even if that is accepted, large and unanswer- 
able questions remain. For example, exactly 
when will peace come? And in what form 
will it arrive? The shape It takes, the final 
terms, and the consequences that follow 
from It in terms of South Vietnam's ultimate 
destiny, win be the final measure of this 
long, costly, tormenting American enterprise. 
We will not know the answers to these 
questions next week, or next month — 
perhaps not even next year. So there is no 
point at this stage even to begin an account- 
ing of gains and losses and costs, and still 
less a reckoning of credit and blame. For 
now It is enough to welcome Dr. Kissinger’s 
heartening word; any day peace comes to 
Vietnam and the rest of Indochina is a great 
day which cannot come too soon — election 
politics or any other considerations aside. 

Peace In Indochina — deep as Its meaning 
must be for all of us, its deepest meaning 
must be to Indochina itself. What to most 
Americans has been a political and moral 
dilemma, afflicting various of us in different 
degrees, has been for the people of South- 
east Asia the overwhelming reality, the 
central agony of life. Peace would mean, 
one would hope, an end to organized killing 
and a beginning for the survivors at last to 
rebuild. It Is hard to conceive of any scale 
of International, especially American, assist- 
ance too generous to provide. 

It is, of course, on the shape of a settle- 
ment and the manner of Its shaping that 
rebuilding will hinge. Here we can judge 
only by the sparse outline of the terms 
offered by Hanoi and the White House in 
turn. Lofty alms of transformation from 
war to peace are stated. These will be 
pursued, however, within the context of a 
South Vietnamese power struggle that may 
tremble on a line between political and guer- 
rilla conflict for years. It Is fixe essential 
fact of the terms sketched Thursday that 
their implementation will take place over a

time (stretching long past the American 
election), and in a condition of Increasing 
American Inattentiveness, and in a style 
which Americans may find surprising and 
perverse, not to say obscure. It be no 
other way If the Vietnamese are to work out 
their political future themselves. That, of 
course, is the way it should be arid almost 
certainly— in retrospect— should have been. 

The alternative Is a degree of continuing 
American Involvement which, mercifully, not 
even Richard Nixon seems prepared to con- 
template. What he has done, if we under- 
stand correctly, is to provide for the end of 
an American combat role and. with that, Tor 
a nebulous structure of International guar- 
antees designed to Insure that President 
Thieu has that "chance” to survive which 
has long been Mr. Nixon's stated goal. 
Whether it was worth four extra years to 
bring events to this stage — back to this 
stage, one might say, casting an eye at 
Hanoi’s post-Tet military prostration and the 
options available to Richard Nixon in 1969 — 
will be the stuff of much political and his- 
torical debate. Our own view that the 
United States had long since fulfilled Its fun 
proper measure of commitment to Saigon 
remains unchanged by Mr. Nixon’s apparent 
achievement of success on his own terms 
now. 

In this regard, we would comment on the 
nature of the debate now likely to unfold 
In the country. The President and his sup- 
porters may well be tempted to claim that 
achievement of a settlement — no matter 
that Its real meaning to Indochina cannot 
be told for years — vindicates his general 
course since 1969, and in particular the po- 
litical and military pressure whose applica- 
tion apparently Induced Hanoi to move 
toward the Nixon negotiating terms on 
Oct. 8. Those who have criticized his war 
policy or who otherwise oppose his re-elec- 
tion may be similarly tempted to question 
whether he could not have gotten as good 
a settlement four years ago, or whether the 
kind of squeeze he evidently Intends to apply 
to assure Saigon's going along Is much dif- 
ferent from the policy favored by Mr. Mc- 
Govern. 

To both sides in this debate we would urge 
caution. At this point the effect of a pos- 
sible settlement on the election concerns us 
much less than the possible effect on the 
psychological balance of this country. In 
particular, because Mr. Nixon is the Pres- 
ident, it is his responsibility .to set the tone 
of reconciliation which presumably all of us 
would like to see spread through the land. 
He is in the best position to heal the nation's 
wound— or to salt it. Only if his leadership 
rises to the very large demands of the occa- 
sion can he realize In full measure Dr. Kis- 
singer's promise that "peace is at hand.”

Peace at Last? 


Henry A. Kissinger's firm assurance that 
“peace Is at hand” In Vietnam and his con- 
firmation of the. agreement announced by 
North Vietnam should go far to relieve doubts 
about the administration’s determination to 
end the long United States Involvement in 
Indochina. Nevertheless, an apparent delay 
In the signing of the pact and Saigon’s 
resistance to provisions that require South 
Vietnamese cooperation Indicate that peace 
remains elusive. 

The nine-point agreement hammered out 
In a hectic round of negotiations by Mr. Kis- 
singer and North Vietnamese envoys rep- 
resents a truly remarkable achievement for 
the tireless professor-turned- diplo ma t He 
deserves the thanks of the nation and has 
certainly earned the respect of even the 
severest critics of the policies he has so 
doggedly pursued. Long-overdue concessions 
on both sides have produced a document 
that realistically recognizes a military stale- 
mate and transfers the struggle for power 


in South Vietnam to the political arena 
where it has always belonged. 

Despite the assurances voiced by some 
American officials, President Thieu is under- 
standably apprehensive about this prospect. 
But Mr. Thieu has no grounds for complaint. 
The proposed agreement leaves his govern- 
ment Intact, free to work out Its own 
arrangements with the other side under the 
only kind of Vletnamlzatlon that ever made 
any sense — Vietnamization of the peace. 

Meanwhile, the provisions that will be 
hailed with especial enthusiasm by all Amer- 
icans are those which provide for an lmme- . 
dlate cease-fire and the release of prisoners 
and withdrawal of all United States military 
personnel from Vietnam within 60 days. 
Saigon must not be permitted to stand in 
the way of the settlement that Is now within 
reach, a fair settlement that would evoke 
universal relief and gratitude for the end of 
a bitter, searing war that serves neither 
American nor Vietnamese interests.

Hanoi's Statements 
With its statements broadcast by Hanoi 
Radio, accusing the American government 
and the Nixon administration of breaking 
faith and wrecking a peace agreement, North 
Vietnam has finally and openly entered Into 
the American election campaign . . .

Hanoi no doubt thinks it is being 
mighty clever. Having negotiated In secret 
with America for weeks, on the basis that 
neither side would reveal details — an under- 
taking scrupulously observed by Washington, 
city of leaks par excellence— the North Viet- 
namese now publish their version in full; 
yell "foul” and sit back in the expectation 
the American voters will turn on Mr. Nixon 


and rend him, come polling day on Tuesday 
week. Fortunately for American democracy, 
they are likely to be proved completely 
wrong. 

The main reason for this is that the details 
of the agreement as released by Hanoi radio 
show beyond doubt that it would have been 
a very one-sided one, which Mr. Nixon 
could not In honor have agreed to in view 
of previous statements and pledges. This 
will be apparent to American voters, who In 
any case are for the most part already well 
satisfied that Mr. Nixon is proceeding stead- 
ily and honorably towards winding up the 
war.

WASHINGTON— How did it 
W happen? And what remains 
to be settled before a cease-fire 
In Vietnam? These are the -ques- 
tions now being discussed here at 
the end of the long dark tunnel. 

Four factors seem to have 
broken the stalemate: 

• President Nixon’s decision of 
last May 8 to break the Com- 
munist offensive by mining Hai- 
phong Harbor and committing his 
aircraft carriers and B-52s to the 
battle. 

• His compromise offer on that 
same day to "stop all acts of 
force throughout Indochina” and 
withdraw "all American forces 
from Vietnam within four 
months," provided all prisoner of 
war were released, and an inter- 
national supervised cease-fire bad 
begun. 

• The decision of the Soviet 
Union and China to tolerate the 
President's military counterof- 
fensive and, after the successful 
defense of South Vietnam toy Sai- 
gon’s army and American air 
power, to urge Hanoi and the 
South Vietnamese Co mm u nis ts to 
accept Mr. Nixon's compromise. 

• The defeat of Gen. Vo 
Nguyen Glap's “total victory" fac- 
tion in the Hanoi Politburo, after 
the failure of the Communist 
Easter drive, by the reconstruc- 
tion faction that feared continua- 
tion of the war would not cap- 
ture South Vietnam but migh t 
destroy North Vietnam. 

There- will, of course, be end- 
less arguments about whether 
peace could have come years ago. 
If, as the hawks believe, there 
bad been more bombing or, as the 
doves insist, more willingness to 
compromise in the last years of 
the Johnson administration or 
the first years of the Nixon. But 
so far as this last decisive phase 
of the long tragedy is concerned, 
It was undoubtedly the combina- 
tion of power “and compromise 
that broke the Communist of- 
fensive, and. with the restraint of 
Moscow and Peking, persuaded 
Hanoi that it had more to lose 
by continuing the battle than by 

compromising.

stalemate, Mr. Kissinger had a 
long philosophic talk with Le Due 
Tho in which they agreed to 
defend the principles of their 
agreement and not allow tech- 
nicalities to prevent the move- 
ment, not only to a cease-fire, 
but to reconciliation and the 
reconstruction of Vietnam. 

Accordingly, while Hanoi has 
toiown since last Sunday night 
that the United States wanted 
another meeting to clarify these 
important details and has not yet 
answered or agreed to such a 
meeting, Mr. Kissinger is con- 
fident that Hanoi will agree to 
talk again ' and that the dif- 
ferences can be settled both with 
Hanoi and Saigon. 

* He does not exclude the pos- 
sibility of a troubled and even 
angry delay, but is confident that 
the truce will be signed at least 
before the end of November. And 
if this proves to be true, the ef- 
forts of Mr. Kissinger in these 
last few months will make one 
of the most intriguing chapters 
in the long and chequered his- 
tory of American diplomacy.

Kissinger's Account , 

It has been a long time since 
Washing ton has heard such a 
wmdiij and even brilliant ex- 
planation of an intricate political 
problem as Henry Kissinger gave 
to the press cm the peace nego- 
tiations in the White House. 

He was precise and generous to 
all parties concerned, understand- 
ing of Hanoi’s eagerness to sign 
the truce within, the next few 
days, sympathetic to Saigon's 
desire to be a party to the settle- 
ment of a war fought on its own 
territory, conscious of the ter- 
rible dangers of ambiguity in the 
language of the hurriedly drafted 
truce agreement, but firm In his 
Insistence on ending the war an 
terms that would minimize the 
killing during the transition from 
war to peace. 

“We win not be stampeded into 
an agreement its provisions 
are right,” he said in a statement 
that was obviously intended for 
Hanoi. "And," he added, aiming 

at Saigon, “we will not be deflect- 
ed from an agreement when its 
provisions are right.’' 


No Veto for Thieu 
There is reason far saying that 
Mr. Kissinger meant by this that 
the United States will not give 
Gen. Thieu la Saigon a veto over 
the truce agreement, but at the 
same time won’t be hurried, into 
signing an agreement that leaves 
important details unsettled. 

For example, it is not clear in 
the draft agreement as now 
written whore the North Viet- 
aamass troops will go after they 


T OS ANGELES— In a strange 
election, this must have been 
the strangest moment: George 
McGovern about to leave Detroit 
for his day of campaigning and 
suddenly the accompanying press 
hears that Henry Kissinger is 
talking on television about peace 
in Vietnam.. Everyone piles out 
of the buses to watch in the 
cocktail lounge of a Howard 
Johnson's motel. 

Watching, It was as if the 
real campaign were there in the 
White House briefing room— and 
Henry Kissinger the candidate.. 
His account of the Vietnam nego- 
tiations . was professionally mas- 
terful; it was also a skilled 
political performance. Here was 
a White House foreign affairs 
adviser promising “an act of 
healing” for domestic “anguish” 
over the war and ending with a 
political peroration: “We . believe 
that we can restore . both, peace 
and unity to America very soon.” 

But after all the suffering and 
heartache, domestic politics is 
unimportant compared to an end 
of this war — especially, for us, of 
America’s role in it. As to that, 
the Kissinger statement and 
other events of the last few days 
have made a number of things 
dearer. 

There is going to be a cease- 
fire: Mr. Kissinger’s confidence 
about that is based solidly on the 
logic of the situation. 

President Nixon, having gone 
this far. can hardly be seen to 
let. peace slip away. Having at 
last engaged in a test of wills 
with bis Saigon allies, he cannot 
afford to lose that contest. 

Nguyen Van Thieu, for his part, 
prefers as always to have the 
United States go on bombing his 
own country and the other three 
states of Indochina until the last 
Communist is dead. But his 
leverage is limited. Four years 
ago he could deal from strength', 
with President Johnson and. can- 
didate Hubert Humphrey because 
he had an alternative — Richard 
Nixon. This time he has no place - 
else to go. 

There was no comfort for Mr. 
Thieu in Mr. Kissinger’s words. ' 
He said Saigon's views "deserve 
great respect” But he made 
clear that the South Vietnamese 
had not been informed during 
the crucial period of negotiation 
with Hanoi, and he said coldly: 
"We will Tnwkff our own 


as to how long we believe a war 
should be continued.” 

As for Hanoi, its interest would 
also seem to lie in. an early con- 
clusion of the terms. It must 
have sought a timetable ending 
Oct 31, as Mr. Kissinger dis- 
closed. because it thought Mr. 
Nixon was going to be re-elected 
and correctly believed, that he 
would have the strongest motiva- 
tion to put pressure on Saigon 
before Nov. 7. That is still the 
case. 

Gracious Tone 

The significance of the Ameri- 
can election date in an the 
diplomacy is interesting, consider- 
ing bow one-sided most observers 
consider the campaign to be. It 
was evidently one reason for the 
newly gracious and complimentary 
tone of Mr. Kissinger's references 
to the North Vietnamese; while 
the President may not have need- 
ed peace to win; It would damage 
him now If Mr. Thieu's tactics 
led to tth-tipI balking. 

The terms disclosed In Hanoi 
and Washington stm leave fan-: 
d amenta! questions completely! up 
in the air: What will be the 
relationship between the Thieu. 
government and the new Council 
of National Reconciliation? How - 
can the council conceivably 


operate under the proposed rule 
of unanimity? Who will really 
control the ground as attempts at . 
a political settlement are' made 
during the cease-fire? Who will- 
control the police In South Viet- 
nam? 

Uncertainties of that kind were 
probably always going to be pres- 
ent in anything that passed for 
a negotiated settlement in Viet- 
nam. Their existence now serves 
to emphasize the doubtful ration- 
ality— to put it mildly— of what - 
tbe Nixon administration has 
done over the last four years to 
obtain these particular terms. 

It Is true enough, as Mr. Kiasin-' 
ger said; that Hanoi has changed 
its position: It has agreed to - 
separate military and political 
questions.. Bit we have accepted 
a continued North Vietnamese 
presence In the south, and coali- 
tion government of a sort. Will' 
the substantive result for South. 
Vietnam be meaningfully dif- 
ferent from what might have 
happened If the United States In 
1969 had simply announced its 
intention to end its part In the. 
war in six months? 


Mr. Nixon moved publicly to the 
idea of a stand-still cease-fire, 
with each side holding its ter- 
ritory in South Vietnam, only 
after nearly two years in office. 
That may now turn out to be 
the de facto political settlement, 
If agreement on elections and 
administration proves impossible. 
Instead of having one coalition 
government of doubtful prospects, 
as tbe other side had always 
proposed. South Vietnam would 
then be a hodgepodge of ter- 
. rltories governed by two author- 
itarian groups. From the view- 
point of the Vietnamese, would 
that be an Improvement? 

No one can say with any assur- 
ance how the terms now propos- 
ed differ from what could have 
been obtained if Mr. Nixon had 
moved boldly for peace in 1969 . 
The one thing that critics of the 
war will believe most profoundly 
is that any difference has been 
im m ensely outweighed by the cost 
of wbat the President and his 
administration have done in the 
four past years— tiie cost to all 
the people of Indochina and to 
tiie American spirit.

sents only workers and is exclud- 
ing middle-class Interests from Its 
program. 

The SPD and CDU are oppo- 
nents in the Nov. 19 national par- 
liamentary elections to which the 
chancellor’s post Is at stake. Mr. 
Brandt was forced to call elec- 
tions a year ahead of schedule 
because SPD deputies* defections 
to the CDU led to a stalemate to 
parliament. 

In Frankfurt today. Mr. Brandt 
declared that the timing of the 
parliamentary election was no 
reason either to rush or to delay 
a normalization treaty with Bast 
Germany. 

While not ruling out an accord 
prior to the Nov. 19 voting. Mr. 
Brandt rejected speculation that 


Nov. 9 was a possible date for 
initialing a treaty that would 
take Bonn's relations with East 
Berlin off its cold-war footing. 

Rumors of Ads 

The speculation began amid 
rumors that the government press 
office had asked newspapers to 
reserve space on Nor. 8 and 9 for 
advertisements setting forth the 
Brandt government’s views on its 
p lann ed accommodation with East 
Germany. 

Mr. Brandt told an interviewer 
that he had read the speculation 
and that it was incorrect. “Cor- 
rect," he said, “was that we have 
said... that the election date is 
not something that induces us to 
rush." 

On the oilier hand, he said, the 
timing - of the election was no 
cause lot Bonn to blunt its drive 
for an accord with the East Geo 
man Communists. 

Ruedjger von Wechmar. the 
government spokesman, cautioned 
newsmen against expectations 
that the intricate all-German 
dialogue would be concluded in 
talks resuming next week.

Oct. 27 
iReuters),— The young army lead- 
ers of Dahomey today named an 
l!-man government made up 
entirely of military officers after 
taking power to a swift coup 
yesterday. 

The names' of the new govern- 
ment members were announced 
by the national radio less than 
24 hours after array leaders un- 
der para troop MaJ. Mathleu Kero- 
kou toppled the previous civilian 
regime, apparently without meet- 
ing any major resistance. 

Maj. Kerekou was named presi- 
dent and defense minister. Maj. 
Michael Aladayc. of the army 
engineering corps, becomes foreign 
minister, and deputy quarter- 
master Thomas Lab ami ta kes on 
ihp finance portfolio. 

Seven other members or the 
government hold the rank of 
captain. 

Yesterday's coup, the fifth in 
Dahomey since it becam® in- 
dependent from France in 1960. 
overturned the civilian Presiden- 
tial Council. In a broadcast over 
the national radio— renamed the 
“Voice of the Dahomey Revolu- 
tion"— Maj.

Gilbert and George, Sieging 
Sculpture, Attico. 4i Via del 
Faradiso. Rome, until Oct. 3L 
Underneath the arches of the 
Palazzo Massimo, in the middle 
of downtown Roman traffic, the 
two Englishmen looked curiously 
out of date and bemused. The 
same evening, still wearing their 
slightly shrunk, shapeless suits 
and the same expr ession, they 
were standing on a platform In 
a gallery. 

Their hands and faces were 
covered with metallic grease 
paint, and one man held a green 
plastic walking stick, the other 
a rubber glove. Shuffling around 
and around in a slow-motlon soft- 
shoe dance, they sing a song to 
the tinny accompaniment of a 
tape recorder, as singing sculpture. 
Gilbert and George sing “Under- 
neath the Arches,” a twenties song 
which lasts about three minutes, 
over and over again for three 
hours every afternoon, only 
punctuating it by getting off the 
platform after each turn to re- 
activate the cassette under It. 

Gilbert and George have done 
this routine since 1969, from 
London through Germany to New 


York and back again, for five, 
seven, 10-day stints, in nonstop 
performances lasting five, seven, 
even eight hours. Once ordinary 
art students, Gilbert and George 
one day decided that "all we ask 
is to be with art.” In trying to 
do this they made Meal Sculp- 
ture, Lecture Sculpture, Posts! 
Sculpture, etc. in galleries, 
schools, concert halls and at 
home. They also drew and 
photographed portraits of each 
other and painted landscapes 
with their own persons in them 
called “Us In Nature.” They stDl 
execute and exhibit these “other 
art forms”— as George says— In 
galleries and international art 
shows. 

But the sin g in g sculpture with 
the "Underneath the Arches” 
sang, celebrated in art magazines 
all over the world, remains their 
most constant work. 

The song about "dreaming our 
dreams away” under bridges 
seems to be a Valentine for a 
vanished period and Art with a 
capital A as well. The nostalgia, 
the polite, sometimes naughty 
motions, the sweet deadpan ex- 
pressions of Gilbert and George 
and their general devotion make 
the performance tragicomic. 

Repetition and sameness has 
been a style in avant-garde art 
and music events for a while now; 
time is expected to grow Into an- 
other dimension. Perhaps because 
of drug-culture mentality or 
other timely conditioning, people 
find meaning, not boredom, in 
endless performance. Shrewdly, 


but with sincerity, Gilbert and 
George have used this, but 
their marathon has became more 
appealing and seems to have 
more iwntmt t.Tum any other such, 
event. 

Seeing Gilbert and George af- 
ter the performance, without 
their makeup and off their 
pedestal, bos a strange effect. 
They remain transformed. In- 
stead of the usual endeavor of 
artists to try to turn nature be- 
fore them into art, Gilbert and 
George are committed to taking 
their own persons and daily life 
and making them art. So they 
become strange presences, a little 
like movie stars off the sc reen. 

When George was asked: "wm 
you ever use another song or will 
you always go on singing 'Un- 
derneath the Arches, 1 " he replied, 
"Always.”

Ihe sets (necessarily simple, for 
easy transportation) were merely 
ugly; the costumes — especially for 
the men — were downright repel- 
lent. Singers seldom have good 
figures, and to dress them in 
body-stockings (and then make 
them stand in profile) is cruel. 
Euridice, with teased blond hair, 
resembled soma forgotten Hun- 
garian film star of the thirties; 
Pluto and Proserpina were out of 
a chess set designed by Spassky, 
in a nightmare, far Fischer. 

The staging was also mistaken. 
■With an essentially static opera, 
introducing extraneous movement 
simply irritates, without enliv- 
ening. Dafne (the messenger of 
Bnridice's death) was made to 


jiggle in sideways, like a figure 
on a mechanical clock. Orleo 
sang h« heart-breaking lament, 
with his back firmly to tbe au- 
dience. A pointless dancer 
crouched and pranced dtefcract- 
iugly. None of the opera's ele- 
gance, none of its pastoral gaiety, 
none of its emotion was con- 
veyed by the production. Only 
the musical performance (and the 
music > saved the evening. Staging, 
costumes and sets were all the 
work of one man: Hubert Ara- 
tym. a name, alas, to bear 'in 

■mlnri. 


woman he loved, took place away 
from this setting, it means that 
Queen Mazy and the rest spend 
much of the play complaining 
that they don’t know what's hap- 
pening. We have not the events 
themselves, but merely reactions 
to off-stage machinations. It is 
rather like a Greek tragedy, with 
the royal family providing a 
chorus of lamentation as the king 
pops in from time to time to 
ten them what Is going on In the 
great world outside. 

A Footnote 

"Grown Matrimonial” is no more 
than a footnote to theatrical 
history, since it marks the first 
time that living members of the 
royal family have been imper- 
sonated on stage. (The Duchess 

of Windsor is spoken of, bat not 

seen) , Mr. Ryton seems so overaw- 
ed by his own dazing In this that, 
having put his royals on stage, 
all he does Is tiptoe around them 
and occasionally genuflect in their 
direction. 

Apart from a momentary re- 
course to the brandy bottle and a 
puff at a cigarette, his royals 
behave in private life just as they 
do in public. Now, maybe, mem- 
bers of the royal family are not 
like the rest of us. I do nut know 
how they behave when they are 
on their own any more than does 
Mr. Ryton. But one of the royal 
figures he portrays had in real 
life a reputation lor violent curs- 
ing at moments of crisis. Mr. 
Ryton 's characters do not swear. 
Indeed, it is inconceivable to ima- 
gine them behaving in a normal 
manner. They are shown as not 
human, but near divine. 

Much of the dialogue consists 
of name-dropping tours of Euro- 
pean monarchs and leaders: "Is 
it true Paul of Greece is going 
to marry ...” or “That was the 
last time I saw the poor old kaiser 
and the czar ...” of “Mussolini 
is very tiresome . . .” This, as the 
rest of the play, has a certain 
gossipy fascination, the ingratiat- 
ing feeling that we, too, are on 
familiar terms with the great. 

The central performances, by 


Peter Barkworth as King Edward 
and Wendy Hiller as Queen Mary 
are rather better than you’d ex- 
pect in such a play, where it Is 
enough to resemble the character 
you represent Miss Hiller, in 
particular, with her stiff back 
and slow, careful voice Is eminent- 
ly regal and almost hu man . Peter 
Dews directs with some flair, 
although he cannot avoid the 
feeling that tbe final scene, a 
meeting between mother and son 
eight years later, is anything but 
redundant. 


At the Roundhouse for a week 
is & new musical “Stand and 
Deliver!” with book by Wolf 
Mankowitz and music and lyrics 
by Monty Norman, which is the 
latest work to exploit and travesty 
the extraordinary career of the 
most famous of 18th-century 
English criminals, Jack Sheppard. 

Sheppard owed his fame not 
only to his Cockney charm and 
intelligence but to his ability to 
escape time and again from 
London’s strongest Jails. A popular 
hero at the time of his execution 
at the age of 22 In 1734, he was 
tbe subject of a play at Drury 
Lane within a fortnight of his 
death. His popularity increased so 
much that in 2910 alone there 
were nine new plays based on his 
life. 

Unfortunately, “Stand and 
DCUver!” doesn't. It flops and 
falls flab on its face far much 
of the time Mr. Norman, respon- 
sible for the original story, has 
lifted his plot from ‘The Beggar's 
Opera” and Mr. Mankowitz has 
provided a crude mishmash of 
sexual innuendo. Jack Sheppard 
here is seen as a sex symbol, in 
a condition of perpetual satyriasis. 
Nicky Henson in the role, looking 
as unlike Sir James Thornhill’s 
famous portrait of Sheppard as 
possible, manages a certain Cock- 


ney swagger, even if lie is more 
often acted upon than acting. 

There are moments, in a love 
song “Look No Further" and in 
the effectively bawdy "Do Unto 
Husbands " in which Anna Daw- 
son seizes her only opportunity 
to display her talents, when the 
show springs to life. Wendy Taye’s 
direction fills the stage with 
swirling criminals and a forced 
gaiety which falls to disguise the 
musical's many weaknesses.

Malaysia, 
Thailand and other areas 
where it still lives.

THE NATURAL MiXD 

A iVcic fF tty of Looking 
at Drugs and the Higher Consciousness 
Bp Andrea Writ. Houghton Mifflin, 229 pp. $j» 5 .

" ins about drugs are uso- 
leas," says Andrew Weil .. _*?Thcy 
leave us unable to. describe, pre- 
dict, or control the phenomena 
associated with drags except in 
the crudest ways, as the Insoluble 
drug problem demonstrates . . . 
But having acknowledged the 
reality of. these problems I 
propose to find solutions to them 
by looking to the positive aspects 
of drug experience, rather , than 
to the negative ones." Those 
positive aspects, according to Mr. 
Weil arc the various avenues to 
a higher conscious state provided 
by chemical agents. “The Natur- 
al Mind/ then is concerned more 
with extraordinary .states ot con- 
sciousness than It is with either 
the medical or legal aspects of 
drug use. Mr. Weil writes as a 
“theorist of consciousness, not ns 
a drug expert,” but he says that 
Ills theories will simplify think- 
ing about drug-induced states 
and provide alternatives to the 
negative aspects of drug use In 
America. 

A proposal that is as interest- 
ing as it is ambitious. Un- 
fortunately, however, the author 
never fully realizes his stated In- 
tention of providing a "solid 
theoretical structure" that en- 
compasses the ideas presented 
here. The problem he confronts 
is endemic to writing on the sub- 
ject of higher consciousness or 
mystical conscious states; it lies 
in the dilemma of rendering 
subjective or intuitive experiences 
In rational objective terms. Even 
with his background as a jour- 
nalist, ethno- botanist, physician, 
laboratory pharmacologist and as 
a drug user and advocate oT 
altered states of consciousness, 
Mr. Weil does not resolve this 
dilemma. His Intuitive specula- 
tions are, nonetheless, continually 
fascinating. 

Essentially, he proposes that 
“the desire to alter consciousness 
periodically is an innate, normal 
drive** and that drug use is an 
attempt to satisfy this “basic 
human appetite.” He gives chil- 
dren whirling “themselves Into 
vertiginous stupors” as evidence. 
In the state of altered conscious- 
ness one interprets experience 
through what Mr. Well labels 
“stoned 1 * (nonratioB&l or en- 
lightened) perception, while dur- 
ing ordinary waking consciousness 
one uses the mind in a “straight" 
(rational or unenlightened) man- 
ner. He argues that stoned 
perception, “consciously entered," 
opens “doors to ways of using the 
mind that are better than most 
of ns follow most of the time." 
Straight thinking, for Mr. Weil 
relies on the intellect, perceives 
differences rather t/ 1<m similari- 
ties, is generally attentive to the 
senses and external reality and 
is characterized by focusing on 
outward forms instead of inner 
content. Conversely, stoned 
thinking relies an intuition, ac- 
cepts ambivalence and. because it 
perceives the similarity and 
relativity of all things, is capable 
of experiencing “infinity.” 

Of course, the author’s personal 
evaluation aside, none of this is 
new. Anyone familiar with mys- 
tical religions or Eastern philo- 
sophies such as yoga is aware of 
altered states of consciousness 
and the possible benefits: among 
them, conscious command of the

Breakfast Chat 

At breakfast he mentioned to his wife Mar- 
garet that he would be driving a car at Jackie 
Robinson’s funeral. 

“X hope you're working with Robinson," she 
said. ‘That would be an honor tor a black man, 
to drive Robinson’s hearse.” 

When he arrived at the garage on 16 1st street, 
he was handed the keys to the Cadillac hearse, 
gray with a block roof, with gray curtains Inside. 
He drove it, empty, to the Riverside Church, 
where the body at the first black major-league 
baseball payer had been since Wednesday sight. 

■■The body hasn't been in the hearse yet." he 
was saying outside the church. “It's a nice one 
far him. Brand new, only 27 miles on it." 

The driver never had been much of a baseball 
fan. He occasionally watched Jackie Robinson 
perform for the Brooklyn Dodgers on television 
but he never had gone to Ebbets Field or to 
the Polo Grounds to see him. 

“It seemed like I never had time,'* he said, 
"but I understood what he meant. Him and 
Martin Luther King did a lot for everybody." 

Moments later, the heavy doors to the church 
opened. Gently, a tall black man in a dark suit 


was escorting an old black woman in a 
brown coat toward the street. She was sobbing 
and protesting, “They won’t let me see Jackie 
Robinson's body. I seen his first game in Brook- 
lyn. and now they won't let me see hie body. 

Suddenly, she squatted on the steps. Quickly; 
two white policemen, moved toward her, luted 
her gently and guided her down to the sidewalk. 

-white roan run the world." she shouted. 

"Get her out of here.” a black woman behind 
the wooden horses said loudly. 

-White man run the world." she repeated. 

Slowly, on her own, she kept going, past the 
onlookers. She had broken their hush, but 
Jackie Robinson would have smiled. To him. 
the white man always ran the world, too. which 
is why .Jackie Robinson is a man of history. 

” . . And if I can help somebody." Elaine Clark 
was singing now inside the church, "then my 
living shall net be in vain.” 

Not Really Snapped 

Soon, in the pulpit, the Rev. Jesse L. Jack- 
son, the founder and president of People United 
to Save Humanity, wearing red and black robes, 
was delivering the eulogy. He spoke of how 
the years “1919-1972” will be engraved on the 
tombstone. 

"But on that dash," Mr. Jackson said, “is 
where we live. And for everyone there is a 
of possibility, to choose the high road or 
the low road, to make things better or to make 
things worse. On that dash, he snapped the 
barbed wire of prejudice." 

Not really, but Jackie Robinson bent the 
barber wire, bent it so that some people could 
get past it. 

Now. the funeral over, six pallbearers — Bill 
Russell and Dan New com be, Larry Doby and 
Jim Gilliam, Pee Wee Reese and Ralph Branca— 
their arms and laces straining with the weight 
of the silver-blue coffin covered by red roses, 
slid it into the hearse. Quickly, ihe driver, 
Charles Patterson, slid the coffin deeper into 
the hearse, closed the door and got behind the 
wheel for the procession through the streets of 
Harlem and Bedford- St uyvesant to the cemetery. 

On the sidewalk, a small black man was In- 
volved in organizing the procession.

T>OSTON (NYT) .—The Old City Hall Is 
^ alive and well and making money in 
Boston, offering elegant offices, Preach 
cuisine on its ground floor, and a landmark 
lesson in preservation and real-estate de- 
velopment. Its exterior has been nkqwipd. 
Sts interior suavely re-wrought, its 
space is renting at top market prices, com- 
petitive with neighboring skyscrapers. 
Giant pots of rosy geraniuxru stand against 
the 110-year-old colonnaded, gray granite 
walls, and gay, yellow -umbrellaed 
dot its grassy forecourt on School Street, 
as Bostonians wax unexpectedly convivial 
and continental. On the other side. Benjamin 
Franklin and Josiab Quincy on pedestals 
survey a miracle. 

Detroit, Grand Rapids, and a long list 
of other American cities and towns have 
sacrificed look-alikes to downtown real es- 
tate. Boston, a traditionally civilized place, 
chose rehabilitation of the Second Empire 
structure, designed in mid 13th century by 
Gridley J. F. Bryant and Arthur Gilman. 
The outside of the building was restored 
and the Inside gutted. Heating ducts, 
plumbing and wiling were replaced and 
air-conditioning and new elevators were 
added for offices of a design so sound 
beautiful as to make newer buildings 
blush.

Old City Hall is making a profit for Its 
sponsors, the Old City Hall landmark 
Corp„ a group of newstyle young develop- 
ers who combine smooth political and 
economic operations with a kind of hard- 
headed idealism that sets radical stan- 
dards and values In the real-estate busi- 
ness. 

The renovated building Is producing 
revenue for the city, on a 99-year lease 
with the corporation. More than S25 mil- 
lion in rent In lieu of taxes is expected to 
be paid to the city over that period.

Inc., the parent nonprofit cor- 
poration that spawned, in proper corporate 
fashion, the subsidiary development firm, 
the Old City Hall Landmark Corp. 

Like all the other offices, these are 
notable for their neat and classy style.

He then accepted Mr. Webb’S own research 
and more optimistic estimates. . 

At that point. Old City HaQ was building 
Tim -grata. Opinion, was- r unn i n g high 
against preservation, in spite of support 
by Boston's prestigious historical soci eti es 
and the efforts of such men as the dis- 
tinguished Boston Atheneum Library 
director, Walter Muir WhltehllL The 
mavor felt his hand tied. 

He told Mr. Webb to submit a develop- 
ment proposal himself if he believed his 
own figures. At the moment, Mr. Webb, 
the developer, was born. 

He did not immediately get the job. The 
mayor and the ERA caned far a~ competi- 
tion. Only Mr. Webb and one other com- 
petitor appeared. 

After a bit of hugger-muggery in the best 
Boston tradition, in which the Webb group 
was accused by its opponent of conflict of 
Interest— the public-spirited Mr. Whltehfll, 
for example, was on Mr. Webb's board and 
also on the city’s purely advisory landmarks 
council— Mr. Webb's group was selected. 

BRA approval was by the narrowest 
margin. Opponents still pushed for demoli- 
tion, or far a museum, for which there 
were no initial or ope rating funds. Purists 
objected to the loss of the original interiors, 
which were mare vintage pal than vintage 
French, for a commercial remodeling. 

Mr. Webb brought a workable plan for 
a revenue-producing building that would 
cany its weight in downtown Boston. The 
practical approach eliminated the need far 
city funds far purchase or renovation, or 
major fund-raising campaigns.
